COUNTY MUSEUMS URGED 


(By United Press) 


Indianapolis, Jan 5—Hoosiefs just 


naturally have a historical bent, a 
well as a taste for the artistic. 


During the past five years sixty- 


four historical societies have 
been 


organized in Indiana for the purpose 
of preserving Hoosier art and histor- 
ical relics. 


This progress in the movement for 


establishment of county museums, 
as reported by Harlow Lindley, di- 
rector of the Indiana Historical Com- 
mission, is only a forerunner in the 
plans of the commission. 


At present the most serious prob- 


lem of the commission is where tp 
place paintings and relics presented 
by citizens. 


For example, there is the newest 


addition, a beautiful painting by F. 
C. Yohn, "The Fallof Fort Sackville" 
depicting the surrender of the fort 
o George Rogers Clark by Colonel 
Hamilton of the British forces. 
. The commission had no place to 
put the painting, so it is hanging en 
-.lie-bare walls of the commission of- 
icers in the Statehouse. . 


The Indiana War Memorial, how- 


ever, will take care of historical tel- 
es and paintings, according to pres-
